unauthorized releases of KH-1 1 pho- 
tographs, Including pictures left be- 
hind In the unsuccessful effort to 
rescue the American hostages in 

Iran in 1980. The Soviets also ac- - 
qulred a copy of the satellite s design 
manual in 1978. 

But Mr. Hlneman testified yester- 
day at Mr. Mori son’s espionage trial 
in federal court In Baltimore that the 
Soviets would need to have these 
pictures to know the status and the 
operational ability of that satellite at 
that time. 1 ' 

^ Hlneman told the Jury that 
J™ e Photographs would not only 
Identify the device and show its 

fssarssssaBssf, 

termeasures. 

The fat that three photographs 
were taken in six days in July 1984 
could tip off the Soviets to the wide 
range of possible uses for the satel- 
lite. he said. They could conclude If 
we re able to take this many photos 
of this kind of taiget, we must have 
a very capable system that is used 
a^nst active military targets for 

early warning purposes.” 

Mr. Hlneman provided various 
details about the satellite's capabili- 
ties, telling the Jury it does not take 
pictures at low altitudes on cloudv 
days, that It takes pictures with elec- 
tro-optical Impulses which are 
transmitted almost Immediately, 
and that it does not have to be di- 
rectly on top of a subject to take pho- 
tographs.
